marvelous with what case, after 11 
li'ile practice, the pupils can draw 
a tleseiii on the black boa rd, usine 
the right hand for the tight side of 
Ihe picture and the left hand for 
the left side, completing the entire 
design in a few ni'iiutes, the two 
hands working with perfect eo or 

din at ion. Compared with ihe old 

method of drawing laboriously and

Tuberculosis is ihe great orgeat 
sanitary problem of tie new cen- 
tury. In no otbei direction can 
such large lesabs be achieved so 
eeifainly and at such relatively 
small cost. The time is not f.n 
distant when Ihos" states and 
municipalities, which have not 
adopted a compiehensive plan for 
dealing With tuberculosis will be 
regarded as almost criminally hcl' 
liiteot in the'r administration ol 
sanitary affiirs and inexcusably 
blind to (heir own best economic 
interests 

This insidious disease which we 
call consumption, phthisis or Inliet- 
cuh'Sls of the lunes, is the most tei 
til It- destroyer of lives with which 
civilisation hasto contend. Within 
Ihe last few ycais science has show 11 
the nature of the disease ami has 
clearly demonstrated its cause, how 
it flourishes ami spreads, how it de- 
clines and disappears. The time 
has now arrivt d when it becomes 
Ihe duty of all sanitary anthoiiiies 
lo assume a more aggressive at 
titiule 

In ordsr to bring about a more 
intelligent interest oh the pirt of 
the general public 10 the mctssiiv 
of taking proper precautions, muni 
cipal as well as individual, in i< I 1 
lion to tuberculosis, some of the 
known and now uenei ally* accepted 
facts regarding the nature of 
ibis disease aie lo be borne in 
mind f 

The disease known as tubercu- 
losis may attack any organ or tissue 
in the body When it affects the 

lunus it Is celled pnlmonniy intter- 

nolosis, or consumpi ion. In this 
foimil causes about one-seventh 
of all the dea. lis occurring in the 
human race, and omitting Ihe 
deaths among children up In fifteen 
years and adults afier sixy, We 
liml il causes about a quarli r of all 
deaths, so that iis ravages ate most 
deadly at a per'od when lit* life of 
an individual is most useful. The 
tb'ath roll from tuberculosis in this 

state excelled 20.000 last year. 
Ill the United Stales it exceeds one 
hundred thousand every year 

Ii has been proved beyond a 
doubt that a living germ called the 
tuuerele bacillus is the cause, and 
Ihe only Cause, of tuberculosis 
When these irerms find their Way 
into the hotly they multiply I hate 5 
if Conditions are I ivoiablc for their 
g'owth, they produce new growths 
or nodules (tubercles) which lend 
10 soften The discharges Irom ihe 
softened tubercles, ooutainiaa Ihe 
livintr germs, are thrown off from 
the I'ody in various ways In pul 
monaiy tuberculosis ihe expectora- 
tion discharges contain the tieiins. 
often in enormous numbers. Il has 
been pioved that in the course of 
twenty four hours, manv millions 
of tubercle bacilli may be dischnrg 
ed under certain otmdhioira by one 
P'-rson suffering from tuhercuhtsia. 
The genus thus thrown off do not 
grow outside the liviuu body except 
iimlei artificial conditions, but tln-s 
may and often do retain their vi 
lali'y ami virulence for lonv pei iods. 
As tuberculosis cut only lesull from 
1 he act i>>n of I he.se aerms, ii follow s. 
from what lias been sanl. thai when 
the disease is acquired it must be 
acquired from receiving Into the 
body the living g- 'ins that have 
come from some other human being 
or animal affected with the di- 
Ordinarily the snuiiiin of the con 
siimptivo is the means of thus 
Spreading and communicating coll 
sumption While llie no at and 
milk of lubercularcallle may be im 
porlant sources of dinger, vet the 

disease as a rule is acquired through 

its eommuiiicaiion direct from man 
to man through the wry general 
and dangerous practice ol un 
> v spitting. 
The expectoration of tuberculous 
p.is. a.- frequently lodges lo pis 
where il afterwar ds dries, as on 
handkci chiefs, chrthing, carpets, 
floors, sidewalks or vehicles After 
drying, it is v-rv apt In one way 01 
anothei to become pulverized, and 
tlicu, by means of wind, trailing 



skirts or other causes, it floats in the 
air as dust. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis is usually 
produced by breaihtnie t.ir in which 
the livn.e geims are suspended hs 
dust or attached to dust ; such dust 
may retain for weeks, or even 
months, or longer, its power of 
causing the disease.

Thb Deaj American has beM 
onglarged, and now comes out as a 
twentyeitfht column folio. The 
outside pages contain reading mai- 
ler of general interest, and the in 
side pages are filled with correspon- 
dence and comment bearing upon 
the deaf. The price of the paper is 
seventy five cents a year; whereas, 
it ought to be a dollar and fifty 
cents. If the deaf could he 
bionght to realize how much work 
is put into a weekly newspaper, and 
how great are the running ex- 
penses aside from the mechanical 
part, they would hold in higher 
esteem the efforts to furnish the 
news, and to uphold their interests 
by frank and fearless representa- 
tions that encourage their friend*, 
intimidate iheir enemies and in- 
fluence public opinion. 

Of course the Deaf American may 
not be the ideal paper for the deaf. 
It may fall short of expectations 
and disappoint the demands of its 
patrons. But there never will be 
an id«"*l newspaper for the deaf, 
until the deaf learn to work as a 
nnit, and support as a unit with cash 
and contributions, ilie newspapers 
published for their welfare. 

The Deaf-Mutes' Journal has 
its mission to perform, and does 
the best that conditions will admit 
of. It is in no wise a foe to the news- 
paper aspirations of any one in any 
part of the country; but on the <•<»,, 
trary welcomes all whose purpose 
and effort is directed towards the 
common good. It sympathizes with 
Russel Smith in his heroic and self 
sacrificing work, and believes he is 
entitled to more encouragement 
And the editor of this paper well 
knows that the majority of the deaf 
expect too much and give too little 
for the many blessings and advan- 
tages which in this country are 
surely theirs. There is, however, 
• certain proportion of deaf nun 
and women who do more than their 
share, and thus is, in part, the 
apathy of the greater number court 
teracted and made less i 
Thes* men and these women, ■ 
they are not leading, will be found 
behind every movement to enhance 
the well-being of their class. They 
are the spirit and the example which 
places America ahead of all other 
countries. They, however, cannot 
do ail the work and furnish all the 
substance to carry on public organs 
for the exploitation aod the better- 
ment of the deaf. The hoi D 
should rally round them, forget all 
envy, in mableness, 

and tid to the further- 

ance of all public effort in their be- 
half. The masses will surely reap 
the advantage. •

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In the n onth of July I took a trip 
on horseback thru that part, of Mex- 
ico City and the Gulf port of Tux- 
pain. From Mexico City we travel- 
ed half a day in a northeasterly 
direction on the cars to the beauti- 
ful little town of Tnlaneirigo. 

Here we had to arrange for get- 
ting our mules, guides and supplies 
for the journey, and while wailing 
for this I took the opportunity of 
visiting the old parochial church, 
and was permitted to examine the 
musty old archives, where I found 
records of baptisms, marriages, 
deaths, etc., running back to the 
1598, all written in the 
Mexican or ancient Aztec tongue, 
and a number of them signed by 
the famous Juan de Zumanaga, the 
fiisi. bishop of Mexico, and sadly 
famous as the destroyer of many 
precious manuscripts and r> 
of the now unknown history of the 
ancient people of Mexico. 

At the little town of N'ieaxa on 
our third day's journey beyond all 
wagon toads, I saw one of the now 
almost extinct forms of sport once 
so popular in old Mexico. I doubt 
if a dozen Ameaicans have ever 
wil nessed it. 

It was known as the " Jttego dt 

Ioh i ," or "The Flyers' 

Came," and is pictured and 

Ibed in ['resent I \s and Clavi- 

gero's histories of Mexico. 

In the centre of il.«- little plaza 
the Indians had erected a pine tree 
about sixty feel high, having first 
smoothed and polished it. i.'pon 
the top was fixed horizontally a 
revolving cap of about fonr'een 
Inches In diameter, from tbe outei 
edge of which depended several 

rawhide ropes of twenty feel in 
length, each one having a hook at 
the end. 

When all was ready for the per 
forma nee five Huaeteca Indians 

elimbcu to the top, and while four 

hang by straps abool tbe pole, tbe 

fitfh got upon the cap and stood up 
and begau singing and dat.cing in a 
most peculiar fashion, accompanied 

by a weird drum music from below, 
the drum beillg Called B "tepotl 
After the dancer had made 
many flings and capers to terrify tiie 
audience hi low with a sort of de- 
licious horror and expectant 
seeing him tumble headlong, he 
Slipped down one of the rawhide 
ropes before mentioned, and fasten- 
ed the hook in the back part of his 
glass belt. 

One after another his companions 
repeated IOC same performance, 
and when there were four of Ihem 
swinging thus face down, and Inly 
feet above the ground, Ihe fifth one, 
still standing erect on t be Cap, called 
out something in the gottaral dialed 

of the Htiasteca Indians, and imme- 
diately the four oil. an to 
circle about the pole, pushing with 
hands and feet in such a way thai 
they were soon swimming or flying 
thru the air in large circles about 
the pole, while the "tepona 

monotonous droning rose to a louder 

and weirder key. 

It, was going back five hundred 
in history to watch them, for 
long before Corlez doubly conquer- 
ed the land with sword and cross 
this was Ihe favorite pastime among 
the Indians of Mexico. All these 
tribes are very superstitious ami as 
far removed Horn Christianity as 
they were at the time or tin 

They still worship the evil spirit 
in the form of an owl, and in the 
mural decorations uncovered R 
Juan Teolilitiacan, the site of the 
famous pyramids of the sun and 
moon, the internal regions was 

pictured as the open beak of a 
gigantic owl. 

A priest told me that he had once 
noticed that an unusually large 
number of tbe Indians w< 
customed to DflUse before a certain 

large wayside cross, with which tbe 

l-i of interior Mexico are lined, 
to burn their candles arid repeal 

their prayers. Curiosity to know 

the reason for Iheir preference for 
that especial Cn hollow and 

contained within it a owl, 

and it was this that tbe Ind; 
worshipped while apparently doing 
homage to tbe "acred symbol.

Idol worship is still secretly 
practiced in the mountains and for- 
ests, and a friend of mine, a civil 
engineer, while running a line thru 
B deep forest near Tuxpaui, came 
upon a small hill, on the top of 
which was a hideous stone idol, 
sin rounded by a large number of 
men and women engaged in worship. 
The idol was decorated with flowers, 
this simple people are passionately 
fond of flowers, and at ils feet was 
avast amount, ol food, fruit and 
odoriferous shrubs. They were very 
amtry at tbe intrusion, and the 
surveyor was for a time la great, 
danger of his life.

With all his oilier worldlv pos 
sessions converted inlo oaoh, this 
modem knight of commerce sailed 
for Europe, and there wandered for 
years among familiar and unfainil 
lar, accessible and inaccessible, 
localities thai seemed to him likely 
to contain the object of his search.

This being theseason when every 
one is wishing every one else "A 
Happy New Yeai," it, occurcd to us 
that il would he a filling lime to 
present some one thoughts and 
beliefs concerning happiness in its 
relation to the deaf. 

The great aim of Ihe education of 
the deaf, by whatever method it is 
conducted, should be their moral, 

Intellectual, and social happiness. 
That met hod is the best, then, 
which most successfully accom- 
plishes this end. 

We offer the following classi- 
fication of relative degrees of 
happiness among the educated 

(leaf. 

I. The highest degree of 
happiness among the deal is where 
they have tbe tbe ability to associ- 
ate with ihe hearing by means of 
speech, and with the deaf by means 
of Ihe manual alphabet and Ihe 
sign language. We could present 
a long list of names of deaf men 
and women of this class, who 

are well and widely known. 

II Next to the above we plaoe 
those of i he deaf who have not 

learned Io speak, bill who have a 

good command of written language, 

and can Communicate with hearing 
people freely and ploasuraMy by 
thai means. Willi the deaf they 
communicate by means of the man- 
ual alphabet and Ihe sign language. 
We OOUld also present a long 
list of these who are known and 
honored thtoiighout t he count ry. 

III. Those deaf men and women 
who have been educated solely 
by means of speech, lip leading, 
and writing, and who are sent forth 
inlo Ihe world wilh no knowledge 
of manual alphabet or sign-lan- 
guage. These can communicate 
more or less freely with Ihe heal- 
ing, but are awkward and ill at 
ease among I he deal who are not 

similarly educated. 

IV. Tlio.se deaf men and women 
who, from lack of menial endow- 
no nl, oi any other cause, have not 
learned Io speak, and wdio have 

failed to acquire arj lutelliglblecom' 

mand of the written English lan- 
guage. There is only one form of 
social happiness left to Ihem, and 
thai is communication with their 

deaf fellow-beings by means ol the 
sp'u language 

The highest happiness of which 
the deaf arc eap.i ble is experienced 
in tbe society of Iheir own kind, 

where communication l>y means 

Of the sign-language is free and 

natural. 

All of the deaf, " irrespeci i ve of 
race, color, or previous Condition of 

servitude," will he happier after 

leaving school wilh a knowledge of 
the sign language aud manual al- 
phabet, than without. 

Those good men and women who 
are faithfully and conscientiously 
striving to do away wilh I he sign- 
language and manual alphabet in 
our schools, are thereby working to 
lake away from Ihe deal a certain 
amount of happiness which they 

might otherwise hope to enjoy In 

this life 

We say these thing in all serious 
eSS, all earnestness. Our beliefs 
are based on our experience, and 

ihe experience ofminy others of 
the deaf situated as we are. We 

hi ve used speech among Ihe hear- 
ing all our life: It has been a source 

Of much pleasure to us, and we 
value il highly. Hut our highest 
pleasure is in Ihe sociely of bright 

and Intelligent <leaf people, where 

the conversation is cnricd on by 
means of the inanuel alphabet and 
the sign language. There alonedo 

we experience perlccl freedom of 

expression, and perfect comprehen- 
sion without effort. And there al- 
one do we forget tbe disadvantage 

of deafness; and the rebuffs that 
even the hesi educate deaf frequent- 
ly meet wilh from Ihe unlhinking 
in the world of hearing people —

One of the most interesting cases 
recently brought lo the attention of 
alienists is that of a prominent and 
weal lily brewer, who for the past 
two yean has been an inmate of the 
Friend's Asylum for the Insane, 
suffering from a disease that ren- 
dered him speechless and also took 
fioin him his memory so completely 
that ho will be Compelled to practi- 
cally begin life over again. With 
a suddenness that is regarded as 
miraculous his speech returned 
within the past few weeks, but his 
mind is an absolute blank as to 
anything that happened in his past 
life. 

So rare is this ease in the annals 
of the treatment of nervous or brain 

affections thai Dr. Robert Chase, 
chief Of the asylum, has obtained 
permission from the family of the 
patient to bring the matter before the 
College of Physicians at the meet 
Ing on Tuesday evening. Many 
prominent neurologists will attend 
this meeting and discuss Iho merits 
of the case. Speaking yesterday of 
the patient Dr. Chase aald: 

" It is one of tbe most interesting 
and marvelous cases that lias ever 
come nin'ei my observation. Two 
years ago the patient was htonght 
lo our instil ulion speechless and his 
mind a complete blank. Since his 
arrived he has lived an automatic 
life. A short time ago, to the sur- 
prise of those Interested In Ho* case, 
the power of speech returned and 

ihe man is now in a much improved 
condition. The memory of this 
man is gone so fat that he cannot 
recall any of the previous event! 
Of his life. 

" At present he is undergoing an 
education similar to that of a young 
Child, but as I he teaching pi ogresses 
ihe patient grasps ihe meaning of 
words and objects in a more mature 
manner titan that of a child, and it 
is, we think, only a matter of a brief 
period until his faculties are com- 
pletely restored " 

The name of the patient is with- 
held at the positive request of his 
family, and Dr. Chase say» that un- 
der no condition will he reveal his 
identity.

Since the sensation made, la««t 
week regarding the guardianship of 
Mr. W. S. Shaw's live year boy, it 
is now believed by many intelli- 
gent deaf mutes, or close friends of 
the Church family, of which the 
head is the petitioner, that the 
affection of the boy's father and 
stepmother will not be the reason 
given in the petition for the ap- 
pointment of a jiiiardian having all 
the faculties. All the sensational 
reports niven in the dailies were a 
one-sided story, in fact all the 
news was fun ished by Mr. Shaw's 
lawyer, and al Ihe same lime the 
reporters attempted to get the other 
side of the story from the Church 
family, but they were close- 
mouthed, even attempts were made 
to get any information on that side 
from Miss Daisy Church, the 
beautiful daughter of the peti- 
tioner, and a deaf oralist, at the 
Boston Society where she had been 
attending every Sunday, but like 
others of her family, she was silent. 

Leaving the question of ability to 
control a hearing offspring by 
deaf parents out, Mrs. Chinch, the 
petitioner and giandmother of the 
boy, has as many sympathizers as 
Mr. Shaw has. While they 
acknowledge the father lias a leual 
risibt to the boy, they believe that 
the grandmother should be allowed 

to keep the boy, as she has been 
rearing him up since he was three 
mouths old, with the consent of his 
father and during these five years 
in hei caie, the father had beeo 
calling on (he boy regularly aud 
had from time to time took him out 
to have a good lime varying from 

one ,lay lo two weeks. Her friends 
mean no disrespect to Mr. Shaft 
new wife, but thought the old lady, 
Mrs. Church's action was natural, 
not only because of the boy being 
constantly in her caro since his 
babyhood, but for the sake of her 
own beloved daughter, the boy's 
mother. They believe that every- 
thing could be adjusted to the satis- 
faction of both snles without mak- 
ing so much sensation, as kidnap- 
ping and publicity in newspapers. 

But if the question that caused 
indignation anions other deaf par- 
ents is to be considered In the cm 
the petitioners will find it a hard 
job to prove such, and in that case, 
Mr. Shaw will probably find many 
deaf mot bets with their bright chil- 
•'ren to back him in court, February 
4th.
